HIGH WAR ORGANIZATION 

The federal minister gave an 
interesting account of the Im¬ 
mense amount of organization at 
Ottawa that was set up to deal 
with the war effort. 

I On August 30 last year, before 
War actually broke out. an emer¬ 
gency council Was set up, he said, 
and Its duties are now handled by 
a war committee of the cabinet, 
which consists of the Prime Min¬ 
ister as chairman, the Mi plater of 
Justice, the government leader in 
the Senate, the Minister of War 
and the Minister of Finance. 

Various subcommittees sub¬ 
mit their reports to this central 
group. The Minister of Tlnance 
heads a committee on war fi¬ 
nance and supply, which deals 
with finance, credits, loans, for¬ 
eign exchange, matters relating 
to production and distribution of 
war supplies other than fuel and 
food, mobilizing of Industry and 
providing munitions and equip¬ 
ment. Under this committee the 
War Supply Board and Foreign 
Exchange Control Board, two of 
the most Important bodies or¬ 
ganizing the effort within Can¬ 
ada. are operated. 

Then under the Minister of 
Agriculture Is the committee on 
food production and marketing 
designed to direct agricultural 
production Into the channels 
where It will do the most good. 
The Bacon Board comes under 
this committee. 

Various other cabinet commit- 
lass—And subcommittees deal 
with wheat, fuel and power, ship 
ping and transportation. Internal 
security in regard to enemy 
aliens and property, on legisla¬ 
tion. public Information, price 
control and labor. „ 

PLANNED IN ADVANCE 

"AH these boards were not 
evolved out of thin air nor were 
they mere paper creations," Mr. 
Power declared. 

^_"ln every instance there are 
men and women doing their Job 
of work, quietly, without osten¬ 
tation and without publicity. 

“In most rases their constitu¬ 
tion was elaborated on the ex¬ 
perience obtained during 1914- 
1918, and that experience has 
been extremely valuable in that 
It led us to set up in advance 
an organization which the necea 
sitles of time made imperative 
Ir. the last war. but which un 
fortunately sometimes came too 
late.” 

Mr. Power said a war book 
with explicit Instructions for 
every branch of the government 
was prepared. This lllustrateo 
the vast amount of preparation 
that had been made. 


The Ideals of Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King and Hon. Ernest 
Lapointe for Canadian unity are 
founded on the belief of Sir Wil¬ 
frid Laurier that the two great 
races which compose Canada, can 
and shall live in harmony, Hon. 
C. G. Power, Postmaster-General, 
said in addressing a rally at the 
Chamber of Commerce this after¬ 
noon In support of R. W. May- 
hew, the Liberal candidate for 
Victoria, and Alan Chambers, 
candidate in Nanaimo. 

“During all the days of anxiety 
and uncertainty' and fear, the 
government, while keeping In 
close touch and active co-opera¬ 
tion, never ceased Its efforts to 
maintain a united front at home," 
Mr. Power said. 

"The task, was one requiring 
the finest quslities of statesman¬ 
ship. There was needed firmness, 
and. above all, moderation. Mod¬ 
eration of thought of speech and 
of action. 

“A single Jarring note, an In¬ 
discreet speech, an Ill-considered 
action might have precipitated 
an Internal crisis which would 
necessarily have had a devasta 
ting effect on our war action and 
on the destiny of our own coun¬ 
try.” 

GREAT fcRADKR 

Mr. Power said it was due to 
the fact Mackenzie King pos¬ 
sessed the necessary' qualities of 
a great leader that no Incident 
occurred. 

“He was determined from the 
outset that no action of a decisive 
nature or Irrevocable character 
shqpld be taken without the con¬ 
sent of Parliament. Parliament 
did assent and that with a mini¬ 
mum of opposition. 

"The slogan, the rallying cry 
which carried with It all the Just 
elements of the population-the 
ultra-loy al the man on the street, 
the nationalist —was keep Canada 
united. Nobly did all classes 
and sections of Canada respond 

"It Is stlimtis slogan. It Is 
curs. I believe It is yours, no 
matter to which party you have 
hitherto given allegiance."

ROME (API—Sumner Welles,

eign Minister Joachim von Rlb- 
bentrop.

On the other hand, in view 
of the rigid restrictions Imposed In Great 
Britain on the importation of a large number 
of nonessential commodities. It is obvious 
that the exportation of certain commodities 
will decrease materially. At the same time, 
imports into Canada from the United State* 
may expand -despite the exchange premium 
which the American dollar enjoys on this side. 
On the whole, however, It Is expected that 
Canada's foreign trade during the war will 
show a substantial surplus of exports over 
Imports, which oug^t to enable the Dominion 
to reduce a considerable portion of her 
securities held abroad, particularly In Great 
Britain.
